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BEAMINSTER PCSO Alex Bishop, 26, has been 
on the beat in the town for three years. 

Originally from llminster, Alex had always 
dreamt of joining the police force and seized 
the opportunity to fill the PCSO role in 
Beaminster. 

Along with PC Tim Poole, Alex now covers the 
Broadwindsor, Beaminster and Halstock vot¬ 
ing wards. 

Having settled into his role Alex moved to 
Beaminster with his fiancee Jade in September 
last year. The couple are now expecting their 
first child in July. 

Outside of work Alex is a keen sports fan, mu¬ 
sician and martial artist, having trained at the 
South West Black Belt Academy in llminster for 
a number of years. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

The community spirit. It’s a lovely town. I also cover 
three voting wards which are some of the must beautiful 
areas in Dorset I think. 

■ IS there anything you would like to change about 
the area? 

I would like to see more job opportunities for younger 
people. A lot of them have to move out of the area to try 
and get better jobs and I think there are a lot of people 
who like where they live but are unable to stay here if 
they want to get a good job or progress their career. 

■ WHAT made you join the police force? 

I have always wanted to be in the police force. When I 
was 211 applied to become a PC, I was rejected at that 
stage unfortunately but when I saw the advertisement for 
a PCSO I thought why not? It gives me a good insight 
into the job and it will be a good stepping stone. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I’m not really looking that far ahead because I’ve got a 
family on the way and I’d very much like to be family 
man. If that means that still doing this job is beneficial 
to the family then I’d like to still be here. I was always 
looking at going in and joining as a PC but I enjoy this 
job a lot and it is more suited to family life I think. 

■ WHAT is the role of a PCSO for those who are still 
unclear? 

There are a lot of people who still aren’t very clear. It 
does differ from force to force but the main part of it is 
working with a safer neighbourhood team and finding 
community issues that need to be addressed and concerns 
that people have within there community and looking to 
resolve it. That can be through multi agency work, work¬ 
ing with the different local authorities, with schools, with 
the youth centre. Working with different agencies to try 
and resolve those concerns. Community engagement is 
a big part of that and a big part of my role. 



■ WHAT are the biggest problems that affect the 
Beaminster area? 

Rural crimes such as thefts of heating oil, which at the 
moment is of big concern. It’s a more valuable commod¬ 
ity now because of prices going up and the Beaminster 
and Marsh wood Vale safer neighbourhood teams have re¬ 
leased a scheme called “stop that oil” to try and get peo¬ 
ple aware of their security around their tanks. We are 
trying to make it harder for people trying to access the 
fuel. 

■ WHAT are your favourite TV crime programmes? 

I used to watch The Bill when I was younger but I don’t 
often watch a lot of police dramas. I think a lot of the re¬ 
ality ones are quite a good insight into the job and they 
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can be very interesting but I don’t watch a lot of them. 

■ WHAT would be your three-desert island discs? 

That’s very difficult, I have a wide musical taste. I think 
“One by One” by the Foo Fighters, the whole album is 
superb. “The Joshua Tree” by U2, again another superb 
album from beginning to end. “2001” by Dr Dre, I’m a 
big fan of Dr Dre, his earliest stuff with NWA is really 
good but also again all the songs on that album are very 
good as well. 

■ WHICH three dream guests would you invite to a 
dinner party? 

I’m an Arsenal fan and I think Arsene Wenger would be 
my first choice because he always seems like he’s got 
something to say and I don’t think he’d let the conversa¬ 
tion die out. My fiancee Jade, it wouldn’t be a dinner 
party without her. The last one would be Freddie Mercury. 
Queen are an amazing band and he was an amazing front 
man. 


■ WHAT are your favourite events that go on in 
Beaminster? 

I think that the biggest one is the Beaminster Festival, 
which is a fascinating festival celebrating art. The open¬ 
ing ceremony in the square is always enjoyable and has a 
very good atmosphere. Last year I went to the Eat Dorset 
food festival at Pamham House which I thought was very 
good and gave a good insight into locally produced food 
which I think is a very good topic in this area. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m currently reading a book at the moment called “The 
Outside Man” which is about an American joining the 
IRA, which is a good insight into the IRA trying to build 
a bigger profile against the British and using an American 
to do that. The last CD I listened to was “The Carter” by 
Lil Wayne, which is a very good album. The last film I 
watched was “Disturbia”, a thriller with Shia Labeouf 
which was a very good film.

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Man arrested and bailed 
in Lyme death probe 


■ POLICE have called a meeting of "key" commu¬ 
nity representatives at the Woodmead Halls on 
Thursday afternoon, starting at 2pm. 

A spokesman for the police said the meeting had 
been convened so that they could report on their 
investigation into the death of Bill Kenely. 

Invitations had been issued by PC Winward to 
"key" representatives but the meeting would not 
be opened to the public in general. 

He added that no information would be given 
which was not already in the public arena but they 
were aware of concerns in the town and they 
wanted to update the community on the investi¬ 
gation as some may not have seen the press cover¬ 
age. 

The police spokesman was unable to say 
whether similar meetings had been held in Dorset. 


POLICE investigating the 
“unexplained death: of war 
veteran Bill Kenely, 84, 
who lived in Staples Ter¬ 
race, Lyme Regis, arrested 
a 56-year-old man in con¬ 
nection with the incident. 

The man was later re¬ 
leased on bail pending fur¬ 
ther enquiries. 

Mr Kenely, was found 
dead at his home just after 
8am on Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

A post mortem was car¬ 
ried out the following day, 
at Dorset County Hospital, 
in Dorchester, by Home 
Office pathologist Dr Basil 
Purdue. 

This showed that Mr 
Kenely died from wounds. 

Inspector Caroline 
Naughton, of Bridport Po¬ 
lice, said: “The man’s 
death is still being treated 
as unexplained and, as is 
normal in such cases, a 
thorough investigation 
continues in order to estab¬ 
lish the exact circum¬ 
stances. 

“It is not yet clear how 
this man came to sustain 


his injuries - one possibil¬ 
ity is that no third party 
was involved. We are 
keeping an open mind. 

A Lyme Regis man 
alerted police of the man’s 
body via a 999 call at 
8.18am on Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

Police and ambulance 
crew attended the scene 
and a paramedic con¬ 
firmed that the man was 
dead at 8.42am that day. 
House-to-house enquiries 
have continued all week in 


the King’s Way and An- 
ning Road areas and Mr 
Keneley’s home has been 
examined by forensic ex¬ 
perts. 

Inspector Naughton con¬ 
tinued: “I am aware that 
residents are understand¬ 
ably concerned by this in¬ 
cident, which is extremely 
unusual for the Lyme 
Regis area. 

“I would like to reassure 
the local community that 
we are working very hard 
to resolve this incident as 


soon as possible. 

“At this time, I can con¬ 
firm that there appears to 
be no sign of forced entry, 
or a disturbance within the 
property, and nothing ap¬ 
pears to have been taken. 

“The Lyme Regis Safer 
Neighbourhood Team has 
been working with the 
local community to pro¬ 
vide reassurance and we 
encourage any members 
of the public to contact the 
SNT locally or call Dorset 
Police. 

“I would like to thank 
residents of the Staples 
Terrace area and the wider 
community of Lyme Regis 
for their support and pa¬ 
tience throughout this in¬ 
vestigation. 

“We have contacted the 
next of kin and, given the 
nature of this incident, we 
would ask that the family 
are allowed to grieve in 
peace.”

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You're spending money 
like water, councillors told 


TOWN councillors are “spending money like water,” ac¬ 
cording to local resident Derek Hallett, 

Mr Hallett, the town’s former dog warden who is a reg¬ 
ular attender at town council meetings, made the state¬ 
ment at last week’s Policy Committee. 

Mr Hallett reminded councillors that when Ken Dibben 
was mayor the council decided to support the Marine 
Theatre with a grant for a maximum of three years, but 
now they were nine years down the line during which 
time they had received £270,000 in grants and the equiv¬ 
alent of £10,000 for free office accommodation under the 
Guildhall. 

Mr Hallett referred to minutes of a meeting between 
councillors and the LymeArts Community Trust, which 
runs the theatre, that indicated the council was consider¬ 
ing giving the theatre a grant of £32,000 for the next three 
years to enable them to improve the fabric of the build¬ 
ing. 

Mr Hallett stressed that he was not anti-theatre and ac¬ 
cepted there were volunteers who worked very hard at the 
Marine. 

He pointed out that if the council was planning to give 
£32,000 a year for another three years most of the coun¬ 
cillors would not be around at the end of that period be-

cause they had indicated they were standing down at the 
next election. 

“If Councillor Turner has his way you will be thrown 
out anyway,” a reference to Daryl Turner’s statement at a 
recent meeting that he was part of a group who would 
stand at the next election to campaign for change and 
more support for the town’s young people. 

Councillor Hallett also pointed out that the council was 
about to borrow £500,000 for the Marine Parade shelters 
regeneration scheme. 

“You are spending money like water,” he declared. “I 
am not anti-theatre. I am just asking for fairness. In nine 
years you have given the Marine Theatre £350,000 and 
you should look at this more seriously. 

He compared the £32,000 to the hundreds of pounds al¬ 
located to local organisations in the council’s annual grant 
distribution. 

Committee chairman Sally Holman replied that they 
were looking at the matter “very seriously” and pointed 
out hey were only considering a one year grant of £32,000 
in the new service agreement. 


She told Mr Hallett that councillors would take into con¬ 
sideration his remarks when they discussed the agreement 
later in the meeting. 

When the matter came up for discussion as an agenda 
item, Councillor Holman reiterated they were considering 
a one year grant of £32,000. If they wanted to consider 
further support for the theatre, it could be dealt with at a 
later date. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said the right time to discuss 
further support would be at the budget meeting. He reit¬ 
erated what Councillor David Cozens had commented at 
the meeting when the service agreement was considered, 
the trust were only able to “tread water” with a one-year 
grant. 

As well as approving the £32,000 grant, councillors 
agreed that the following aims should be included in the 
service agreement: 

♦ To give access at the Marine Theatre to amateur and 
professional organisations and individuals for the produc¬ 
tion and exhibition of the arts, first priority to go to the 
performing arts, second to other arts media and third to 
non-arts activities. 

♦ To entertain audiences with the arts. 

♦ To employ staff on a paid and voluntary basis. 

♦ To make the Marine Theatre culturally and financially 
sustainable. 

♦ To maintain and improve the fabric and capital as¬ 
sets. 

♦ To adopt an equal opportunities policy for staff, man¬ 
agement, art providers and audiences. 

As reported in last week’s View from Lyme Regis, the 
trust has drawn up plans to improve facilities at the theatre 
by converting the first floor bar into new toilets and a 
meeting room. 

But chairman John Bartholomew stressed at their meet¬ 
ing with councillors that they had no reserves to carry out 
the work. 


Council 'no' to £ 1,800 clock repairs 


TOWN councillors have said “no” to spend¬ 
ing nearly £1,800 on repairs to the Millennium 
clock in the Cobb Gate car park. 

Assistant town clerk Simon Ratcliff told last 
week’s Policy Committee meeting that the 
lighting mechanism on the clock had failed 
because parts had been coroded by the sea 
area. 

Members heard that the cost of replacing the 


parts with a non-corosive material would be 
£1,768. But councillors decided it would not 
be good use of money in these difficult finan¬ 
cial times and agreed not to replace the light¬ 
ing mechanism. 

The clock was erected, amid great contro¬ 
versy, in 2000 to commemorate all those who 
had given their lives in 20th century conflicts. 



Marine director 
is moving on 

IAN Stephens, cre¬ 
ative director at the 
Marine Theatre in 
Lyme Regis since Jan¬ 
uary 2009, is to leave 
the theatre at the 
end of July. 

Chairman of the¬ 
atre owners Ly¬ 
meArts Community 
Trust, John Barthol¬ 
omew, said: 'We are 
very disappointed to 
be losing Ian. 

"He was a first class 
appointment for us 
and he has had an 
immense impact on 
the organisation, 
bringing huge professionalism to the day-to-day 
running and, more importantly, adding further to 
the Marine Theatre's reputation for being a small 
venue programming very high quality theatre. 

"We will be moving swiftly to replace him and 
hoping, very much, for someone with his skills and 
vision." 

Ian Stephens added: "It has been hard work, but I 
have had a really rewarding time in Lyme Regis, and 
have made a lot of friends during my stay here. I am 
disappointed to be leaving the Marine Theatre, but 
I have decided to do so in order to concentrate on 
my own writing and theatre projects. I have neg¬ 
lected that side of my work in the challenge of lead¬ 
ing the theatre and striving for a high quality and 
varied programme of theatre and music events. I 
will certainly look back fondly on my time in Dorset." 

Before moving to Lyme Ian Stephens had an im¬ 
pressive career in the theatre, including a stint at the 
Jersey Opera House.

Dorset District Council footpaths officer. 

Continued Mr Powley: “In a recent response to a ques¬ 
tion on vandalism the town clerk replied that Charmouth 
Road allotments association had been consulted and re¬ 
ported that there had been very little vandalism or bur¬ 
glaries at their site.” 

Proudicing a press cutting, Mr Powley went on: “The 
Lyme Regis News of January 29th 2009 stated allotments 
are a thieves paradise with 30 sheds being broken into. 
Also in the mid-1990s there had been two cases of arson, 
one at the Strawberry Fields and one on near land owned 
by Derek Hallett. 

“Should the allotments go ahead and an area is used for 
car parking then I have been assured by WDDC’s legal 
planning deparment that planning permission would be 
needed for this purpose and if that is the case that in itself 
may breach the terms of the lease. 

“I met with my solictor last Thursday and he is seeking 
further advice regarding the legality of the allotments. 


However, he did confirm that there had been a number 
of clear breaches which will be brought to your attention 
in due course. 

At this stage I think it is only right to inform you that 
any sub-leases require Lyme Regis Town Council to sup¬ 
ply me with names and addresses and to pay a registra¬ 
tion fee to me of a reasonable fee of £50 per lease. That 
is 26 x £50 plus the pitch and putt. 

Mr Powley questioned whether anyone on the council 
had actually read the lease and he also called for a finan¬ 
cial breakdown of of the allotment development and how 
much it will cost the council taxpayers of Lyme Regis, 
adding: “The allotments have been described as tempo¬ 
rary. We all know there is no such thing as temporary.” 

He continued: “I sold the lease as I felt the young peo¬ 
ple of our town could benefit from improved sport facil¬ 
ities. 

“I have read the previous planning application for foot¬ 
ball facilities and a planning officer has written on the 
file that a scaled down down version would be looked on 


more favourable. 

“If I could preserve the field for that use I would will¬ 
ingly purchase the lease back. 

“Finally, I would like to stress that I am not against al¬ 
lotment holders. There are ways of obtaining more allot¬ 
ments in this town without it costing the council a penny. 

“If the council wish to discuss this with me then I will 
outline a scheme that has been tried in other small towns 
with great success.” 

Committee chairman Sally Holman told Mr Powley 
they would take his comments “on board” when the mat¬ 
ter was discussed later in the meeting. 

Later, town clerk Mike Lewis said the clear advice from 
their own solicitor was that the council was within their 
right to have allotments on the Strawberry Field. But he 
advocated seeking further advice on the points Mr Pow¬ 
ley had made. 

Councillor Ken Meech said he could remember when 
he and Owen Lovell attended a meeting with the West 
Dorset plannning officer and the football club when it 
was clear that the cost of an alternative scheme for the 
Strawbery Field was impractical. 

“You can play up there but in this day and age foot¬ 
ballers must have proper facilities,” he said. 

Mr Lewis said he did not believe the Football Associa¬ 
tion would fund a reduced scheme at the Strawberry 
Field. 

Councillor Daryl Turner thought Mr Powley’s point 
about planning permission for car parking might be an 
issue. 

Mr Lewis pointed out that they already had planning 
permission for park and ride on the field. Parking for the 
allotment holders would not be a new use. 

Councillor David Cozens asked the town clerk to pub- 
lically confirm that the council was able to use the Straw¬ 
berry Field site for allotments. 

Mr Lewis replied: “I am quite confident about the ad¬ 
vice from our solicitors.” 

No comment was made by councillors over Mr Pow¬ 
ley’s claim that they had to pay him a fee for every sub¬ 
lease. 

Councillors agreed to recommend to full council that 
the revised tenancy agreement drawn up for allotment 
holders be adopted. 


Three-way deal 
on seafront 
nearly complete 

COUNCILLORS in Lyme Regis are hopeful that the 
long-awaited tripartite agreement over the owner¬ 
ship of the seafront will soon be concluded. 

Lyme Regis Town Council have been in negotia¬ 
tions for years with West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council over the management and 
maintenance of the seafront area. 

An agreement has been drawn up and approved 
by all three authorities but before the document 
can be signed a map has to be produced by West 
Dorset District Council's engineer's department. 

At the last full council meeting, Policy Committee 
chairman Sally Holman expressed her frustration 
over the delay in producing the map and asked dis¬ 
trict councillor Daryl Turner to see if he could speed 
up the process. 

WDDC's technical services manager responded by 
saying he would be able to deal with the matter 
week commencing May 4th. 

At last week's Policy Committee Councillor Hol¬ 
man thanked CouncillorTurnerfor his efforts. 

CouncillorTurnersaid he had asked the manager 
to complete the work as soon as possible or dele¬ 
gate it to another member of the department. 

He added: "It's a busy time at the district council 
at the moment." 

Skier's 74mph tumble 

A WATER skier was taken to hospital following a 74 
mile per hour crash during the first round of the na¬ 
tional British Waterski racing event at Lyme Regis. 

The Initial Response Team was tasked to prepare a 
helicopter landing site for the Somerset and Dorset 
Air Ambulance after the skier fell and lost conscious¬ 
ness when he hit the water. 

The skier was quickly recovered and brought to 
shore by the event paramedics where he regaining 
consciousness. The skier was then transferred to 
Dorset County Hospital by land ambulance where 
they made a full recovery. 


Beach fundraising rules reaffirmed 


TOWN councillors are sticking to 
their guns over restricting the 
amount of fundraising on the 
beach at Lyme Regis whilst the 
RNLI lifeguards are on duty. 

Councillors met with RNLI offi¬ 
cers in early April to discuss the 
council policy but a further request 
had been received asking for per¬ 
mission to fundraise on the main 
beach, where the lifeguards are lo¬ 
cated during the peak summer 
weeks, during Lifeboat Week. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis replied 
that the council had not sanctioned 
any beach fundraising and that all 
efforts should be directed to the 


area around the RNLI shop at the 
Cobb with the permission of West 
Dorset District Council. 

Mr Lewis told last week’s Policy 
Committee meeting that they had 
been reminded that the original 
agreement for the lifeguards to op¬ 
erate from the beach included the 
provision of two free parking 
spaces whilst they were operating. 

Committee chairman Sally Hol¬ 
man pointed out that in past years 
the lifeguards had parked their ve¬ 
hicles outside the lifeboat station 
and she felt this should continue. 

“We do not want them parked on 
the Cart Road,” she added. 


Mr Lewis said the RNLI had also 
requested having collecting boxes 
and the opportunity to distribute 
promotional material from the life¬ 
guards hut. 

Councillor Holman said they had 
given permission for one collect¬ 
ing box. 

Councillor Peter Williams com¬ 
mented: “That will be enough.” 

Mr Lewis said at the moment 
they had a one-year agreement 
with the lifeguards and the council 
might wish to consider a long-term 
agreement in the future.

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East Devon oppose plans 
for Shire House apartments 


PLANS to build a three-story building in the 
grounds of Shire House residential home in 
Sidmouth Road, Lyme Regis, are being op¬ 
posed by East Devon District Council. 

Shire House stands on the border of Dorset 
and Devon, and East Devon District Council 
was automatically consulted about the plans to 
demolish Chatterton House and build 14 new 
apartments in the grounds of the residential 
home. 

EDDC have lodged an objection with West 
Dorset District Council on the grounds that the 
proposed development would be detrimental to 
the visual amenity of the adjacent open coun¬ 
tryside and the natural beauty of the wider lan- 
scape in an area of outstanding natural beauty. 


No objections were raised by Lyme Regis 
Town Council’s Planning Committee but a de- 
lagation of neighbours are planning to attend 
this evening’s (Wednesday) meeting in a bid to 
persuade them to change their minds. 

Dorset Highways department has raised no 
objection on condition that suitable parking 
arrangements are made at the new develop¬ 
ment. 

The Lyme Regis Society has expressed con¬ 
cern about the design of the building, describ¬ 
ing it as “clumsy which will do nothing to 
enhance or set off the shapely verticals of Shire 
House”. 

They added: “A less fitting portal to Lyme 
Regis would be difficult to imagine. The town 


deserves a better welcoming ensemble.” 

Ten residents in nearby Blue Waters Drive have 
also objected to the plans. 

Their objections include: 

♦ The very tall building would dominate Blue 
Waters Drive 

♦ The development would be out of character 
with the semi-rural area 

♦ The development would be injurious to the 
amenity of the area 

♦ Inadequate parking 

♦ Road safety 

♦ The apartment block would be inconsistent 
with other developments in the area 

♦ The new development would overshadow 
the narrow Shire Lane. 

Although Lyme Regis Town Council raised no 
objections when they considered the plans, the 
application will be on the agenda for tonight’s 
planning meeting to give members the opportu¬ 
nity to reconsider the matter following the num¬ 
ber of complaints from neighbours.

Divers find unexploded bomb 


THE Royal Navy has been 
informed of a large object 
thought to be an unex¬ 
ploded World War Two 
bomb found just off Lyme 
Regis’ coast by scallop 
divers. 

Coastguards have said it 
is difficult to gauge how 
dangerous the object is at 
this stage as specialist navy 


teams will have to investi¬ 
gate first. 

The object, which is two 
and half metres tall and 
one and a half metres in di¬ 
ameter, was found five 
miles south of Charmouth 
on Saturday, May 8th. 

Diver Joe Cosser found 
the cylindrical device after 
diving off the boat Silver 


Spirit, skippered by Alex 
Jones. 

Mr Jones said: “From 
other things found it was 
probably a bouncing 
bomb, a few landed in the 
bay maybe by the Damn- 
busters or a depth charge 
of some sort. 

“There’s plenty of anti¬ 
aircraft shells in the bay, 


there was a lot of action in 
the bay during the war, 
that’s why there are so 
many ship wrecks. A lot of 
divers come up with anti¬ 
aircraft shells in their 
pockets. 

“The navy were going to 
send a team to look at it 
but it’s been down there so 
long and it’s heavily silted 


up they are not going to do 
anything now. You’d have 
to be pretty unlucky to hit 
it with your anchor. 
There’s an awful lot of this 
type of thing in the bay 
anyway.” 

The bomb is heavily bar¬ 
nacled and buried in silt. 

Portland Coastguards 
said it was difficult to say 
how dangerous the situa¬ 
tion was for people, but 
had received reports the 
object had been sighted 
before. 

Speaking on Monday 
Watch officer at Portland 
Coastguards, Steve 
George, said: “It has not 
been confirmed as ord¬ 
nance (explosive) yet. 

“The diver swam past it 
and didn’t notice it at first. 
The Navy are thinking it’s 
not causing an obstruction 
so not a lot of chance they 
will find it, so no chance 
others will find it. 

“Because it’s five miles 
out its quite away away 
from where people nor¬ 
mally are. But anymore re¬ 
ports they will look into it. 
What will happen now is 
they will leave it as it is.” 

A warning signal has 
been placed around the ob¬ 
ject to warn vessels in the 
area of its location. 

The navy’s specialist 
bomb disposal team Ex¬ 
plosive Ordinace Depart¬ 
ment have been informed.

The A level Environmental Studies students joined them 
for the day to collect and analyse data on plant succession 
in the dunes. Both groups were still working on their 
analysis in the classroom well past 8pm on the Friday 
night of a bank holiday weekend. 

On Saturday the focus turned to the rebranding of an 
urban area at Boscombe where differences in land use,

Out for the count at key seat battle 


View From's PAUL CROMPTON 
spent the night at Dorchester's 
Thomas Hardye School for the 
Dorset West general election count, 
sharing the tension and drama 
of the evening with the candidates 


THE returning officer 
David Clarke raises his 
voice above the nervous 
chatter. A hush sweeps 
across the gymnasium. 
Sections of the crowd 
start moving towards one 
corner of the vast room 
and huddle in a circle. 

It’s been just over four 
hours since the polling 
stations closed and the 
107 ballot boxes have 
been whisked to Dorch¬ 
ester’s Thomas Hardye 
Leisure centre from the 
farthest reaches of West 
Dorset’s constituency. 

Boxes containing 57, 
334 little slips of paper 
each bearing a small 
cross from people hoping 
for a big change. 

Although overall voter 
turnout is down by 1.8 
per cent from 2005’s 
election, it is still one of 
the countries highest at 
74.7 per cent, proving 
West Dorset’s electorate 
care passionately about 
this contest. 

The huddle disperses 
and the chat once again 
becomes excitable. It 
marks the beginning of 
the end to 2010’s general 
election, which has man¬ 
aged to sweep the nation 
with genuine excitement. 

One candidate walks 


away thin lipped and se¬ 
rious; the other wide 
mouthed and joyous. 

Family and friends sur¬ 
round the candidates. All 
give nervous smiles, 
their inwardly tense body 
language is being 
masked by attempts to 
look outwardly relaxed. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s staff, including 
74 tellers, have been 
busy in the previous four 
hours sorting and re-sort¬ 
ing, counting and placing 
the slips of paper into 
piles of first 20s then 
2,500s. 

Toward the back of the 
room those bundles of 
ballot papers piled up as 
the count drew to a close. 

All eyes were trained 
on the coloured cards 
which slowly filled the 
trestle table; most eyes 
were focused on the blue 
and yellow signs, which 
signified the way things 
were going for the main 
candidates: Conserva¬ 
tive’s Oliver Letwin and 
Lib Dem’s Sue Farrant; a 
visual representation of a 
month’s tireless door-to- 
door canvassing, leaflet 
dropping and hustings. 

Before the declaration, 
Labour’s Steve Bick 
stands alone, looking at 


the pile of ballot papers 
on the far table flagged 
with a red piece of card. 

Labour have always 
been the third party in 
West Dorset. Nothing’s 
changed. 

Dr Bick acknowledges 
the resurgence in the Lib 
Dem’s popularity in the 
borough. 

“They’ve been keen to 
win the seat,” he says. 
“But it looks like we are 
in third place so we’ve 
not been beaten by UKIP 
or the Green Party.” 

It’s now 2:20am on Fri¬ 
day, May 7th. And before 
the official declaration 
has been announced the 
room knows that Oliver 
Letwin has held his seat 
for the third consecutive 
election; not only holding 
it, but as we will later dis¬ 
cover, increasing his ma¬ 
jority by 3,923 votes. A 
total of 27,287 Tories 
have spoken. The Lib 
Dem’s dream of taking 
power in West Dorset is 


over - for now at least. 

Dr Farrant is the Tory’s 
nearest rival. The Lib 
Dem candidate will later 
say she is pleased with 
the amount of votes she 
received. 

“We’ve put a huge 
amount of effort and time 
into this, and of course 
we are disappointed we 
didn’t win the seat this 
time,” she says. 

Thanking the people 
who had helped during 
her campaign, the ex¬ 
army officer finishes by 
saying: “I pledge to con¬ 
tinue working hard in 
your (the constituency’s) 
best interest to make our 
society fairer.” 

A media scrum ensues 
around the winner. A few 
party soundbites from the 
man acknowledged as 
the brains behind the 
Tory’s manifesto makes 
his way to the stage. The 
other four candidates fol¬ 
low in his wake. 

Mr Clarke steps to the 


microphone: “Being the 
Acting Returning Officer 
for the West Dorset con¬ 
stituency, I hereby de¬ 
clare that the votes cast in 
the election for each can¬ 
didate were as follows.” 

Labour’s Steve Bick: 
3,815; UKIP’s Oliver 
Chisholm: 2,196; Lib- 
Dem Sue Farrant: 23,364; 
Green Party’s Sue 
Greene: 675; Conserva¬ 
tive’s Oliver Letwin: 
17,287. 

Mr Clarke then says: 
“And I hereby declare 
that the said Oliver 
Letwin is elected to serve 
as Member of Parliament 
for this constituency”. 

Not a flicker of emotion 
crosses the former 
Shadow Home Secre¬ 
tary’s face. He steps to¬ 
ward the microphone and 
thanks his fellow candi¬ 
dates. 

The seasoned politician 
is too wise to get caught 
up in public shows of 
self-congratulation - he 
has work to do. 

After the host of media 
interviews for Sky, the 
BBC, local radio and 
print media he won’t put 
his feet up and toast his 
victory with a glass of 
champagne, he will jump 
in a car and head toward 


London to meet with 
Tory leader David 
Cameron and his col¬ 
leagues to discuss the 
next step in a hung par¬ 
liament. 

He will later be one of 
the Tories’ three-man 
team negotiating with the 
Lib Dems over a coali¬ 
tion government. 

Before he makes it to 


the door, I stop the man 
thought of as Mr 
Cameron’s chief advisor, 
and ask for his reaction. 

With a broad smile he 
says: “It’s always a relief 
to hear you have won. 
I’ve learnt over the years 
in every single election 
not to pay too much at¬ 
tention to the predictions. 
That is why I have to 


work for every single 
vote. 

“For 13 years I’ve 
worked so hard, but I 
think a large number of 
people have voted for a 
change of government. 

“I’m not under the illu¬ 
sion it was a personal 
thing; people were mak¬ 
ing an issue of wanting a 
change.”

Y ou would imagine that planting perennial (perma¬ 
nent) plants would be the solution to easy gardening, 
but life ‘aint’ that easy, for one thing they tend in 
time to get weeds entangled in their roots and it becomes a 
labour of love trying to remove them throughout the season, 
the other problem is that most of them have just a short period 
of flowering and you have to make a careful choice of what 
you purchase. Some people, especially those with a new gar¬ 
den, tend to visit a garden centre and buy loads of plants that 
are flowering at that particular visit, the problem is that they 
usually stop flowering at the same time and your garden is 
left devoid of colour for the rest of the year, so, what’s the 
solution? The obvious one is to make regular visits through¬ 
out the year to your garden centre, that way you will see var¬ 
ious groups of plants to get colour from all the year round, at 
Groves you can talk to our plants men who actually spend 
time growing and producing plants in our nursery, real prac¬ 


tical plants persons, so don’t be frightened to ask for advice. 
Another solution is to have a mixture of perennial plants ands 
annual plants, this can be achieved by perhaps having shrubs 
at the back of the border and perennials like lupines delphini¬ 
ums etc in the middle and front, but leaving pockets of bare 
earth to plant annual flowering plants in, like begonias, busy 
lizzies, petunias pansies etc., most of these annuals will 
flower continuously throughout the summer and you can re¬ 
place them if you wish in the autumn with spring flowering 
plants and bulbs. 

Flowers also have their place in the vegetable garden, 
we have an experimental potager garden at Groves, where 
we mix flowers and vegetables together, flowers like French 
marigolds and tagetes to deter naughty bugs like blackfly and 
greenfly, but there is also a need to attract beneficial insects 
like bees to pollinate your beans etc, this can be done by 
planting verbena boneriensis, lavender, sedums etc, it is a 
fine balance to get a healthy garden and chemicals shouldn’t 
be relied on to achieve this, especially in a vegetable garden. 

Finally a word on potting compost and manure. Never 
just use your garden soil to pot up your plants, its very un¬ 
suitable in containers as it goes down to mud and doesn’t 
allow your plants roots to breath, it really is best to buy a pur¬ 
pose made compost, multi purpose for sowing seed and pot¬ 
ting up young plants, if you intend to plant a more permanent 
tub, you should use a John Innes potting compost no.2 or 3 
for shrubby species or a potting and container mix for a sum¬ 
mer long bedding container 

Don’t let things get to complicated, keep your garden¬ 
ing simple and remember its YOUR garden, so do what YOU 
want and don’t be deterred by others.

W ith the weather in April being not 
too bad, you should hopefully 
have been able to crack on and 
have got lots done. The lawn now needs to 
be brought up to scratch with a good feed and 
weed. Now’s the time, if you’ve not already 
done so, to plant up hanging baskets, tubs 
and containers. Plants that are looking their 
best this month include Wisteria, Lilac, 
Brooms, Ceanothus and Clematis. A lot of 
herbaceous perennials come good this month 
too with Hardy Geraniums, Aquilegia, 
Paeonies, Dicentra or bleeding hearts and 
Bearded Iris. Late flowering tulips, fritillarias 
and hardy orchids also give some welcome 
colour if you planted them last autumn. Let’s 
hope the weather continues to be good this 
month with some, but not too much rain. 

Beds & Borders The threat of frost has 
hopefully now passed and tender bedding 
plants can be planted in the border. Before 
planting ensure that the soil has been pre¬ 
pared, a layer of garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure should be forked in to provide 
the soil with aeration, water and nutrient 
holding capabilities. At the same time apply 
a dressing of ‘Pelleted Chicken Manure’ at 
4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre), this will 
provide a great start for the plants’ needs. 
Slow perennials like aubretia, aquilegia, del¬ 
phiniums and lupin along with biennial wall¬ 
flowers and annual candytuft, french 
marigolds and nasturtiums. All of these will 
need protecting from slugs and snails, thinly 
scatter some slug pellets amongst the newly 
sown seed. Roses and other flowering shrubs 
can be given a feed using ‘Toprose’ this is a 
long lasting feed that will last all season. 


Topical Tip If you’ve just a few weeds to 
kill in the lawn then use Verdone ready to use 
lawn weed killer spray. There is no mixing 
so no measuring or spilling and no waste. 
Children and pets just need to be kept off 
during use and for drying then they can be 
allowed to use the lawn again immediately 
afterwards. 

The Greenhouse Cuttings of fuchsias and 
geraniums can now be taken before they pro¬ 
duce flowering buds. These will produce ex¬ 
cellent flowering plants later in the season. 
Dip the cuttings in Rooting Powder before 
sticking into small pots filled with ‘Arthur 
Bowers Multi-purpose Compost’ or ‘Seed & 
Cutting Compost’. They should root in about 
two to three weeks. Hanging baskets, tubs 
and window boxes etc should be planted this 
month. To keep these plants looking at their 
very best make sure you add the two follow¬ 
ing ingredients to the compost. The first is 
‘Watergel’, this will store up moisture and re¬ 
lease it back as the compost dries out. The 
second is ‘Osmocote Tablets’, these are slow 
release plant food which is ideal for baskets, 
tubs, window boxes and patio pots. It lasts 
for six months and all you have to do is push 
three or four tablets into the compost after 
you’ve finished planting up. Once the sum¬ 
mer bedding and patio plants have been 
moved out, greenhouse crops like tomatoes, 
cucumbers, melons and peppers should have 
priority. Tomatoes, peppers and aubergines 
should be planted at three to a grobag and cu¬ 
cumbers and melons two to a grobag. To get 
the best from your grobag crops remember 
to feed them regularly and do use Tomorite, 
it’s still the best. 


On The Plot Conditions will have im¬ 
proved enough to allow for the planting of 
runner and French beans, sweetcorn and 
marrows. The secret of a good crop is in the 
soil, particularly in the case of runner beans 
and marrows. Prepare the beds before plant¬ 
ing by digging in garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure. This month will see pests 
becoming a problem, these should be quickly 
identified and controlled by using either 
‘Provado Bug Killer’ or ‘Bug Gun for Fruit 
& Vegetables’ to prevent the build up of in¬ 
festations. If you are not sure what the prob¬ 
lem is then bring some in to the shop in a 
sealed poly bag and we will happily identify 
the problem and advise you on the best 
course of action. Remember we do this for 
free. Powdery Mildew will begin to attack 
most soft fruits and tree fruit this month and 
should be quickly controlled using ‘Bayer 
Systhane Fungicide’ which is quite safe to 
use on most fruit crops. 

Lawns Turfing and seeding can continue 
this month providing it is not too dry, but 
seed should be sown as quickly as possible 
to allow establishment before possible dry 
conditions. Alight sprinkling of ‘Growmore’ 
about 4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre) 
one week prior to sowing will help both seed 
and turf to get established. Water the areas 
regularly in dry weather. When watering turf, 
lift the comers of one or two to make sure 
that the soil underneath has been thoroughly 
moistened. Use Evergreen Complete, it’s a 
great feed, weed and moss killer that will rid 
your lawn of those difficult weeds and give 
it a useful feed at the same time.

Having served in 
Burma and India in the 
Lancashire Fusiliers 
during the war Bill 
often wore his Chindit 
hat and proudly dis¬ 
played his war medals 
which the Lyme 


branch of the Royal 
British Legion re-rib- 
boned a couple of years 
ago. 

Staples Terrace is a 
quiet row of warden 
controlled old people’s 
homes with nice views 
over the old town and 
neat gardens. 

An ideal place to 
spend the autumn of 
your life. 

Bill enjoyed a drink 
and was often heard by 
neighbours singng late 
into the night. 

He deserved to finish 
his days in a different 
way. 

Rumours are rife 
over what happened to 
Bill, some of them very

gruesome, always the 
way in close-knit com¬ 
munities. 

Such occurences only 
happen every 30 or so 
years in Lyme, so we 
are not used to hoards of 
police cars and police¬ 
men knocking on our 
doors.

Copies at £5 should be available in the next two or 
three weeks. 



Bill’s death does not help 
the matter. But no one 
can accuse the Dorset 
Constabulary of under 
resourcing their in¬ 
quiries. 

The police have been 
very careful in releasing 
information to the press 
so as not to cause unnec¬ 
essary further concern 
to those who live nearby, 
consistently referring to 


the incident as an “unex¬ 
plained death” rather 
than something more 
dramatic. 

The Lyme Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, under 
PC Richard Winward, 
have also worked hard 
on house-to-house calls 
to allay the obvious con¬ 
cerns of local people. 

The police are even 
taking the unprece¬ 
dented step of holding a 
meeting at the Wood- 
mead Halls tomorrow af¬ 
ternoon (Thursday) to 
outline the current sta¬ 
tus of their investigation 
to some “key” commu¬ 
nity leaders. 

I am told by the police 
that no information 
other than that given to 
the press this week will 
be revealed at this meet¬ 
ing but they want to 
make sure that the town 
is fully aware of what is 
happening. There are so 
few deaths of this type in 
Dorset that I’m not sure 
such a meeting has been 
held in the county be¬ 


fore. They are hoping 
that those who are in¬ 
vited to the meeting will 
spread the word after 
the police have ex¬ 
plained what is happen¬ 
ing. 

It is evidence that no 
stone is being left un¬ 
turned in the police’s ef¬ 
forts to assure the people 
of Lyme Regis that there 
is not a suspected mur¬ 
derer loose in the town. 

They have stressed 
that there was no forced 
entry to Bill’s house or 
anything stolen but un¬ 
derstandably some of the 
elderly residents in Sta¬ 
ples Terrace are very 
worried. 

I know of at least one 
person who has moved 
out of her bungalow 
whilst the investigation 
continues. 

We are not sure 
whether reporters will 
be allowed into tomor¬ 
row’s meeting. If we are, 
we have been told em¬ 
phatically that we will 
not be able to ask ques¬ 
tions, especially the type 
that could inflame the 
situation and cause fur¬ 
ther scaremongering.

Whilst she was 
waiting to receive her 
MBE from the Queen at 
Windsor Castle last 
week, Lyme's six-times 
mayor and champion 
fundrasier could not

D URING his Army 
career Douglas 
Beazer never for¬ 
got the happy family up¬ 
bringing he had back in 
Beaminster and when he 
retired after a successful 
career, he vowed to help 
give something back to the 
town. 

Doug is a distinguished 
and well respected mem¬ 
ber of the community hav¬ 
ing been a councillor since 
1989 including a spell as 
chairman between 2007 
and 2009. 

“Beaminster gave me 
such a wonderful child¬ 
hood, and I feel now 
through my work I can 
give something back to the 
community I love,” he 
said. 

Douglas is also a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal British 
Legion where he was 
treasurer for a decade and 
was the parade marshall 
for 15 years until he retired 
in 2005. He is also a 
Freemason and has been 
chairman of the Beamin¬ 
ster Manor Lodge twice, 
as well as a leading light in 
the Bridport & District 
Model Railway Club 
which he joined in 1989. 
He retired last year after 
25 years service with the 
Melplash Show. 


This week STUART BROOM talks to DOUGLAS BEAZER in the first of a 
two part feature. Having enjoyed his childhood in Beaminster, he 
vowed to give something back to the town after a 24 year 
career in the Army. This week he talks about that childhood and 
his life as a soldier, where one of his claims to fame was being the first 
pupil to enter the new comprehensive school at Newtown 
when it was opened in January 1963. 


Douglas was the second 
eldest of six children of 
Gerry and Joy, and was 
born at Horn Ash, near 
Kittwhistle, at the junction 
where the B3162 meets the 
B3165, in April 1948. 

Within months the fam¬ 
ily moved to the newly 
completed Fairfield Estate 
off Tunnel Road in 
Beaminster. 

“Mum and Dad had a 
difficult time bringing up 
six of us and could not 
favour one above the 
other, but we were very 
happy,” he said. 

“Two things particularly 
stood out; Christmas, and 
summer holidays. We had 
very traditional Christ¬ 
mases, and up until we 
went to bed on Christmas 
Eve there was no sign of 
any decorations or pres¬ 
ents. When we woke in the 
morning, usually about 
4.30am, we opened out 
stockings on the end of our 
beds and went down stairs 


for breakfast. It was only 
after we had cleared up 
that dad opened the door to 
the sitting room which was 
decorated with trimmings 
and the tree. They were re¬ 
ally wonderful times.” 

Despite the hard times, in 
the summer they usually 
went for a caravan holiday 
in Cornwall. 

Doug said: “Dad was a 
lorry driver for Perry’s and 
travelled all over the coun¬ 
try. He knew several cafes 
and restaurants where we 
would stop for meals and 
drinks on the way.” 

Although there were 
times when the siblings; 
John (the eldest), Robert, 
Frank, Denise and Janet, 
didn’t always agree, Dou¬ 
glas remembers they gen¬ 
erally got on well. 

He began his schooling 
in Beaminster Girls and In¬ 
fants School in Hogshill 
Street where he learned to 
knit dishcloths, before 
moving on to Beaminster

Boys’ School in East Street 
for his junior education. 

He said: “The school’s 
classrooms and facilities 
were all over the place and 
so the town was always 
full of children. We did PT 
in the Public Hall, games 
at The Memorial Playing 
Field and school dinners 
were served in the Red 
Lion pub, with the girls in 
what is now the function 
room and the boys in the 
adjoining room.” 

Douglas lays claim to the 
fact that he was the first 
pupil to enter the new 
comprehensive school, 
now Beaminster Technol¬ 
ogy College, when it 
opened in January 1963. 

It was during its building 
that his inquisitive nature 
began to develop. 

“I became interested in 
its construction and the en¬ 
gineering side of it, and 
used to visit the site when 
I could,” said Doug. 

“In those days there was 
no health and safety rules 
so I was able to go where I 
wanted.” 

The new facility meant 


the closure of Beaminster 
Boys’ School and the 
transfer of the pupils to 
the new one, so when the 
school opened Douglas 
was first in line having 
queued since 8am. 

The caretaker let him 
in, but because of the 
snow that affected the 
winter of 1962/63 was 
soon closed, and when it 
reopened two days later, 
Douglas was once again 
first in line. 

Although he was due to 
leave school the follow¬ 
ing summer he stayed on 
for an extra year to get 
more qualifications. 

Douglas can’t really ex¬ 
plain why he chose the 
army as a career except 
that he felt it suited his in¬ 
quisitive nature and his 
brother John was already 
a soldier. 

Having passed the rele¬ 
vant entry exams his first 
posting was to Arborfield 
near Reading. He spent 
three years training as a 
vehicle mechanic under 
an apprentice tradesman 
course, qualifying as a 
2nd class starred pupil. 

His first unit was the 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards 
at Warminster who were 
posted to Detmold in Ger¬ 
many where they were re¬ 
sponsible for the 
servicing of Centurion 
and then later Chieftain 
Tanks. They also pro¬ 


vided the armed escort to 
the civilian British Fron¬ 
tier Service who worked 
on the East/West German 
boundary (the Iron Cur¬ 
tain). 

Further tours took him 
to Malta for three years 
and Cyprus, which in¬ 
cluded short detachments 
to many of the Mediter¬ 
ranean countries. 

Back in the UK he was 
posted to Gillingham in 
Kent where the soldiers 
used a local pub called 
The White House. Un¬ 
known to Douglas the 
pub was run by his future 
in-laws. 

Then posted to the 
headquarters of the 
NATO Allied Forces Cen¬ 
tral Europe in Holland he 
worked with soldiers of 
many different nationali¬ 
ties. 

An artificers training 
course in Hampshire saw 
him promoted to Staff 
Sergeant and a posting to 
the Aerial Delivery sec¬ 
tion at the Joint Air Trans¬ 
port Establishment at 
Brize Norton specialising 
into research of aerial de¬ 
livery by parachute. 

In his three and a half 
year posting he was in¬ 
volved in the trials of the 
first airdrop from the 
stretched version of the 
Hercules aircraft. 

Further postings fol¬ 
lowed including Germany 


with the Coldstream 
Guards, then onto Cyprus 
where he became inter¬ 
ested in Freemasonry and 
was approached by a fel¬ 
low military man to join. 
When he was posted to 
Northern Ireland on spe¬ 
cial duties in the early- 
mid he joined the 
Hollywood Lodge on the 
outskirts of Belfast. 

With retirement loom¬ 
ing Douglas was posted 
to Warminster in late 
1985 where he decided to 
take a job at the REME 
workshops ensuring 
equipment was Fit For 
Role. This involved the 
inspection of aerial deliv¬ 
ery items such as para¬ 
chutes, underslung 

helicopter equipment and 
abseiling ropes in use by 
many varied units around 
the South West of Eng¬ 
land. 

On leave before taking 
up the post he returned to 
Beaminster and bought a 
cottage in Fleet Street in 
which he still lives, in 
readiness for life as a 
civilian. 

He retired in 1988 with 
the rank of WOl ASM 
(Warrant Officer 1st 
Class, Artificer Sergeant 
Major).

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3,000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. ^ 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five * 

Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous l 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the | 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 1 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

Fairport Convention: 




THE David Hall in South Somerset has steadily built-up a well earned rep¬ 
utation as one one of the South West's premier venues for folk music. Last 
week folk rock legends Fairport Convention played not one but two nights 
at the former church, confirming the South Petherton venue's status. 

Fairport have been at the top of their genre for more than 40 years. Their 
first self-titled album was released in 1967, but it wasn't until What We Did 
On Our Holidays a year later that things got really interesting. It was on this 
album Sandy Denny joined the already impressive line-up, that included 
the likes of esteemed singer-songwriter Richard Thompson, and the 
band's place in the history books seemed assured. 

The following year's album (in those days it was the norm for a group to 
release at least one new album every year) featured Sandy's'Who Knows 
Where The Time Goes?'which won a recent a recent BBC Radio Two poll 
to find listeners'Favourite FolkTrackOf All Time. 

That tune's parent album, Unhalfbricking, is seen as transitional, with the 
band moving away from its American influences to more traditional Eng¬ 
lish folk songs. The next record, Liege & Leaf, cemented British folk rock as 
a specific genre and remains one of the most celebrated of all folk albums 
to this day. 

Fast forward 41 years later; 
Richard Thompson has long 
left the band and Sandy 
Denny has been dead for 32 
years. Line-ups have 
changed and the band's for¬ 
tunes have gone both up 
and down, but the current 
Fairport has been together 
for 12 years and features 
lead singer and guitarist 
Simon Nicol (whose in¬ 
volvement with the band 
can be traced right back to 
the first album) as well as 
bass player Dave Pegg (who 
played on most of those 
classic Thompson and 
Denny era albums). 

It goes without saying the 
band are still revered, espe¬ 
cially amongst folk fans. The 
group even organise their 
own annual festival - Fair- 
port's Cropredy Convention 
- which attracts around 
20,000 people every year. 

The second of last week's 
concerts, which I was lucky 
enough to catch, was a 
demonstration of superb 
musicianship and a folk 
band still at the top of their 
game. 

There may have been one 
too many bad jokes and 
plugs for their Cropredy fes¬ 
tival, but a sterling perform¬ 
ance nevertheless. Some 
members of the bands 
looked almost smug as they 
played their eclectic mixture of instruments that included a bass ukulele 
and an electric octave mandolin (which looked like an odd-shaped eight¬ 
string guitar). 

Highlights of the evening included a number featuring all of the band 
on ukulele as well as a haunting tribute to Sandy Denny with an emotive 
version of’Who Knows Where The Time Goes?' 

As much as I enjoyed the night, I did go home with the impression I'd 
missed the band at their best. I stayed up until the small hours tracking 
down classic Fairport tunes from the late Sixties and early Seventies. 

Who does know where the time goes?

Oscar for the 
Marine Theatre 

WRITTEN and performed in 1960 by honorary Irish theatrical polymath Micheal 
Mac Liammoir, The Importance of Being Oscar toured the world to critical exul¬ 
tation and popular adulation. Fifty years on, the show is as captivating and mag¬ 
ical as ever, and is coming to the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis as part of a UK 
tour by the Original Theatre Company. 

Staged as a single-hander, and directed by Tom Neill, The Importance of Being

Regarded as one of the nation's greatest 
playwrights and famous for his superbly sharp wit, Wilde wrote and produced 
nine plays during his lifetime, and one novel: The Picture of Dorian Gray. His 
works continue to be widely performed today especially The Importance of 
Being Earnest. 

Originally commissioned in 2009 to celebrate South Hill Park Arts Centre's 25th 
anniversary, The Importance of Being Oscar has been freshly re-directed and 
designed for touring by nationally renowned Original Theatre Company. Formed 
in 2004 by Creative Director Alastair Whatley, The Original Theatre Company is 
an acclaimed touring company based in the market town of Bury St Edmunds 
in Suffolk. The company has built up its ever increasing reputation performing 
new and classical texts with its own brand of daring innovation; playing often 
in unconventional locations - cliff tops, abbey ruins, school yards, stately homes, 
libraries, football grounds and pub gardens. In recent years the company has 
ventured into touring Great Britain's theatres. Original Theatre has played some 
of the smallest, some of the oldest and some of the largest and most prestigious 
theatres in the country.

The 16th U.S. President 
was a contemporary of Hood's so it is unlikely ei¬ 
ther would have been aware of the other man's 
work. At twenty verses the full poem is longer 
than his 278-word Gettysburg address. This is the 
first half of it.

My childhood's home I see again, 

And sadden with the view; 

And still, as memory crowds my brain, 
There's pleasure in it too. 

O Memory! thou midway world 
'Twixt earth and paradise, 

Where things decayed and loved ones lost

ReView | Die Roten Punkte, Marine Theatre 

Thursday, May 6th 

What do you get if you cross The White Stripes, Kraftwerk, 
early New York punk and Spinal Tap? That's easy: Otto 
and Astrid Roten, aka Die Roten Punkte. 

As the band came onto the stage, with a slightly 
askew resemblance of the aforementioned White 
Stripes, it seemed the fifty or so audience members in 
attendance were unsure quite what to make at first. 
But after a false start sound check, it was clear to all 
that the band were ready to rock "the greatest city in 
England, Lyme Regis", whilst having us roll around on 
the floor laughing. 

The performance was high energy, with both per¬ 
formers both physically very entertaining, particularly 
Otto, who has the frontman pouting and strutting 
down to a tee. 

The songs, whilst all parodies of their respective gen¬ 
res, were so well played, and well written, that they 
could have been genuine hits. 

The gags were freeflowing throughout the night 
too; the duo's (intentionally) broken use of the English 
language made for many laugh-out-loud innuendo's, 
and the band's banter with the audience, and with 
their lighting technician, also made for a laugh. The 
audience were a key part to the show, and although 
not great in numbers, the Marine Theatre crowd were 
willing to take part in the sing-a-longs organised by 
the two band members, quite often in competition 
with each other. 

Certain themes repeated throughout the show, in¬ 
cluding Otto's love, and fear, of lions - as demon¬ 
strated on the song Ich Bin Nicht Bin Roboter (I Am A 
Lion), a genuinely catchy electro-pop tune.There was 
also the questionable relationship between brother 
and sister (another nod to the White Stripes), and 
Astrid's troubles with drink and drugs.

Skoda auto unveils new greenline Fabia 
and roomster models 


FOLLOWING-on from the launch 
of the face-lifted Fabia and 
Roomster, Skoda Auto has un¬ 
veiled the Fabia Estate Green- 
Line II and Roomster GreenLine II 
- the first of its second genera¬ 
tion of environmentally-friendly 
GreenLine models. 

The new model Fabia and Room- 
ster's have been facelifted and fit¬ 
ted with new technology designed 
to further reduce fuel consumption 
and C02 emission levels. The most 
important innovations include a 
new engine (1.2TDICR DPF/75bhp 
DPF) with Common Rail (high-pres¬ 


sure direct injection), start-stop 
technology, energy recuperation 
and gear recommendation (on a 
Maxi DOT display). 

One of the biggest technological 
changes in the second-generation 
GreenLine version is a new three- 
cylinder turborcharged engine (1.2 
TDI CR DPF/55 kW) with a con¬ 
sumption of just 83.1 mpgandC02 
emissions of 89 g/km for the Fabia 
Estate GreenLine II, and 67.3 and 
109 g/km for the Roomster Green¬ 
Line II. 

In addition to lower C02 emis¬ 
sions, other contaminant levels 


have also been reduced. The new 
engine complies with the EU 5 
emission standard that, for diesel 
engines, has stricter regulations for 
nitrogen oxides and solid particles. 
The gear ratios of the car's five- 
speed transmission are identical to 
those of the ordinary Fabia and 
Roomster models fitted with the 
same engine. As a result, the Green¬ 
Line II offers the same responsive¬ 
ness yet with lower consumption. 

The key benefits of the stop-start 
system stand out in busy city traffic. 
The system operates automatically, 
directly after the engine starts. If, 


after some time, the driver stops 
the vehicle, engages neutral and 
releases the clutch pedal, the en¬ 
gine switches off automatically. As 
soon as the driver presses the 
clutch, the engine starts again im¬ 
mediately. Stop-start makes it is 
possible to save up to 4.2mpg 
(combined) or up to 7.7 mpg in city 
traffic. 

Energy recuperation is another 
state-of-the-art technology intro¬ 
duced on the new Fabia Estate 
GreenLine II and Roomster Green¬

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Fleet demand for Mazda3 in the fast lane 


FLEET demand for Mazda3 is soar¬ 
ing with the fuel-saving C02 emis¬ 
sion-friendly 1.6 109ps diesel 
leading the way. 

The 119g/km C02 model - and 
specifically the TS2 trim level deriva¬ 
tive which costs £17,355 on-the-road 
- has contributed to total fleet regis¬ 
trations of Mazda3 almost doubling to 
849 units in March (462 registrations 
in March 2009). 

In the crucial core end-user fleet 
segment, which focuses on sales to 
contract hire and leasing companies 
and leases taken out by Mazda Con¬ 
tract Hire customers, Mazda3 registra¬ 
tions last month accelerated almost 
threefold to 179 units from 62 in 
March 2009. 

In the first quarter of 2010 Mazda3 
fleet registrations totalled 1,097 with 


daily rental and Motability volumes 
hardly figuring. That compares with 
Q1 2009 when Mazda3 fleet registra¬ 
tions totalled 988, which included in 
January last year alone 320 Motability 
units.

Ethiopia back 
to best for Buckler 

BOB Buckler's theory that technology is not an 
exact science was proved at Plumpton on 
Sunday when Ethiopia scooted up to win the 
Vi Nichol 90th Birthday Novices' Handicap 
Chase in convincing fashion writes Stuart 
Broom. 

"It just goes to prove how little we know!" he 
quipped. 

Buckler thought the seven-year-old was a 
certainty at Southwell in his last race having 
won previously at Plumpton. However he ran 
badly for no apparent reason; a blood test 
confirming there was no infection which baf¬ 
fled the Henley trainer. 

"It would appear that horses like humans 
can have off days. He ran very well, particularly 
as this was his first race over fences. He was 
fast and very neat over the jumps and won 
quite easily." 

Nathan Sweeney went to the front from the 
off and with Plane Painter they took the field 
around at a fair pace. They took the lead at the 
top of the hill on the run down to the turn into 
the straight when the 3/1 favourite made a 
mistake and although Paul Nicholls'Oamuru 
Stone came to challenge he held him of com¬ 
fortably by 1 % lengths. 

He is due to run again at Fontwell tonight 
over fences although he will carry top weight 
as a result of penalties for his win, or alterna¬ 
tively Buckler has entered him in a hurdle race 
at Stratford on Saturday. 

Ethiopia's win is the first of the new season 


for Buckler which began on April 25th. 

Over The Flow had unseated Sweeney in her 
first race over fences at Hereford when she 
half stopped having met the first at too fast a 
pace, tried again at Worcester last Thursday. 

Although she coped well with the fences 
and ran much better they missed the break in 
the middle of the race and got left, although 
she quickened again and stayed on at the fin¬ 
ish. "It was a much better performance and 
she will improve with the experience." 

Mrs Overall having her first race in four 
months found the 2 mile 3 furlong race too 
short for her, and although she stayed on she 
needs three miles. 

"She really needs longer and was a bit one 
paced and couldn't accelerate when the 
quickened,"said Buckler. 

Both the horses making their debuts gave 
encouraging displays; Seaview Lad finishing 
seventh at Newton Abbot and Ellie Wiggins 
also finishing seventh at Worcester. 

"Seaview Lad ran OK. The problem is that 
both are big babies and fairly weak. Because 
he isn't strong enough, the race was too short 
for him as he wasn't quick enough, and at the 
moment he doesn't have the stamina to run 
three miles. However it was a good education 
for him, and we might give him one more run 
before turning him out for the summer." 

Ellie Wiggins was slightly more impressive 
but again the object was to help them adapt 
to running on a racecourse as part of their ed¬ 
ucation, and she will now be turned out for 
the summer." 

The normally reliable River Indus who ran 
poorly last time out at Cheltenham probably 
runs for the last time tonight at Exeter before 
his summer holidays.
